To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Salem,  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in 
said  town,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March  next, 
at  six-thirty  (6:30)  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  any 
more  money  for  the  repairs  of  highways  than  the  law 
allows. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees,  or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  town  treasurer  to  hire,  with  the  approval  of  the  select- 
men, such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  needed  for  general 
purposes  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


Article  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
relative  to  lighting  the  streets  and  raise  money  for  the 
same. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum 
of  money  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  police  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  8.  To  see  If  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the 
sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  the  removal  of  snow  from  the  highways. 

Article  9.  By  request  of  library  trustees.  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  dol- 
lars ($800.00),  or  any  part  thereof,  above  the  amount  re- 
quired by  law,  for  the  support  of  the  Salem  Free  Public 
Library  for  the  year  1935. 

Article  10.  By  request  of  Chester  T.  "Woodbury.  To 
see  If  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00),  or  any  part  thereof,  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove the  town  common  and  the  public  square  near  Pine 
Grove  Cemetery. 

Article  11.  By  request  of  Ernest  W.  Young  Post.  To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00),  or  any  part  thereof,  for 
the  use  of  Ernest  W.  Young  Post  No.  63  American  Le- 
gion, to  be  expended  in  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day 
In  the  year  1935. 

Article  12.  By  request  of  Wm.  A.  KInzler.  To  see 
If  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  Caterpillar 
"Diesel"  Tractor  and  Snow  Plow  and  raise  money  for  the 
same. 


Article  13.  By  request  of  Frank  D.  Davis  and  oth- 
ers. To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water 
main  up  Policy  Street  to  the  pumping  station  and  raise 
the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  or  any  part  thereof, 
for  the  same. 

Article  14.  By  request  of  Wm.  A.  Turner  &  Sons. 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water  main 
from  Mt.  Ararat  Church  up  Brady  Ave.  to  the  residence 
of  Wm.  A.  Turner,  J.  A.  Turner  and  H,  E.  Turner  and 
raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  15.  By  request  of  residents  on  School  Street. 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  dollars  to  extend  the  six  inch  water  main  on 
School  Street  from  the  hydrant  in  front  of  "Webb's  house 
to  the  end  of  Edgar  Smith's  property,  a  distance  of  about 
2,000  feet,  this  pipe  to  replace  the  outworn  one-inch  pipe 
now  in  use. 

Article  16.  By  request  of  John  Rose  and  others.  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water  main,  from 
the  junction  of  Policy  Street  and  Brookdale  Road,  up 
Brookdale  Road  to  No.  7  School  house  or  any  part  of  this 
distance  and  raise  money  for  same. 

Article  17.  By  request  of  Mrs.  "Wm.  Lancaster,  and 
others  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00),  for  the  pur- 
pose of  resurfacing  and  tarring  Highland  Avenue,  Salem 
Center,  a  distance  of  1,350  ft. 

Article  18.  By  request  of  Walter  B.  Stickney  and 
others.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  state  aid  on 
the  road  from  Cow  Bell  Corner  to  the  Atkinson  town 
line  and  raise  the  sum  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars 
($2,400.00),  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  same. 


Article  19.  By  request  of  Henry  Pendergast  and  oth- 
ers. To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repair  the  highway 
leading  from  Cluff's  Crossing  to  Foster's  Corner  and  raise 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00),  or  any  part 
thereof  for  the  same.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  macadamize 
Lawrence  Road  commencing  at  Hampshire  Roads  and  con- 
tinuing past  No.  9  School,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  21.  By  request  of  Arthur  Dyke  and  others. 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  tar  and  gravel 
road  from  the  residence  of  Arthur  Dyke  on  the  Lawrence 
Road  to  the  residence  of  Peter  Tusen  or  any  part  thereof 
and  appropriate  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00),  for 
the  same. 

Article  22.  By  request  of  Peter  H.  Azarian  and  oth- 
ers. To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  complete  the  un- 
finished portion  of  Cross  Street  to  the  State  Line,  a  dis- 
tance of  one-fifth  of  a  mile  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  23.  By  request  of  Jacob  Garabedian  and  oth- 
ers. To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00),  to  repair  Salem  Street 
from  the  Ararat  Congregational  Church  to  the  State  Line. 

Article  24.  By  request  of  S.  Donigan  and  others.  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($500.00),  to  be  expended  from  the  State  Aid 
road  on  Pelham  Road  where  it  left  off,  to  the  No.  7  School 
house  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article  25.  By  request  of  Jacob  Garabedian  and  oth- 
ers.      To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place  eight  (8), 


street  lights  from  No.  8  School  to  the  residence  of  Mr.

To  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the  N.  H.  Breeders' 
Association  or  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  such  sums 
of  money  as  the  Town  is  entitled  to  under  the  law  as  a 
daily  fee  and  that  all  such  money  so  received  shall  be 
applied  to  reducing  the  now  outstanding  indebtedness  of 
the  town. 

Article  30.  By  request  of  C.  H.  Borchers.  To  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to 
make  a  survey  of  the  Salem  Water  Works  and  make  rec- 
ommendations on  a  long  term  plan  of  future  development 
of  the  system  with  the  object  in  view  to  ascertain  future 
needs  of  same  and  place  the  system  on  a  self  sustaining 
basis,  and  report  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1936.  The  committee  to  consist  of  one  member  of  the 
Water  Board  and  the  remaining  four  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Moderator  from  property  tax  payers  who  live  within  the 
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limits  of  the  water  district  and  to  serve  without  pay.  The 
actual  expenses  incurred,  however,  to  be  paid  by  the 
Water  Department.

We  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  showing  the  con- 
ditions of  the  schools  and  what  we  have  done  this  year. 

Woodbury  High  School.  The  installation  of  the  heat- 
ing plant,  with  twin  boilers,  has  been  completed  and  prov- 
ing very  satisfactory.  The  building  has  been  completely 
redecorated  on  the  interior  with  washable  paint.  Seven 
rooms  and  office  were  done  this  year  with  CWA  funds. 

No.  1  schoolhouse  is  in  good  condition  at  present. 

No.  3  schoolhouse  is  still  closed  and  the  children  are 
transported  to  No.  4  school  and  is  proving  very  satis- 
factory. 
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No.  4  schoolhouse  was  painted  on  exterior  and  some 
interior  decorating  which  makes  this  school  in  good  con- 
dition at  present. 

No.  5  schoolhouse  was  painted  on  exterior  by  CWA 
money  and  the  Board  redecorated  the  interior  which  makes 
this  building  in  good  condition. 

No.  6 — No.  7  schoolhouses  have  had  no  work  done  on 

them  this  year  but  we  believe  them  to  be  in  good  condition. 

No.   8   schoolhouse  was  wired  for  electric  lights   as  a 

CWA  project  which  completes   all   schools  with  electric 

lights  except  No.  5  and  7  schools. 

No.  9  schoolhouse  is  in  good  condition  at  present. 
The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have  in  any 
way  helped  the  Board  to  live  within  its  budget  and  we 
hope  to  end  the  year  with  a  balance.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Salem: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  present  my  eighth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Reports  are  also  submitted 
by  the  Music  Supervisor,  the  School  Nurse,  and  the  Head- 
master of  the  High  School. 

The  school  organization  for  1934-1935  is  given  in  the 
table  at  the  end  of  this  report.  There  were  four  changes 
in  the  teaching  force  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year. 
Miss  Lindstrom,  and  Miss  Buckley,  teachers  at  the  "Wood- 
bury High  School,  resigned.  Miss  Esther  L.  Dunham,  a 
graduate  of  the  Framingham  Normal  School  was  elected 
to  the  Domestic  Arts  position,  and  Miss  Dolores  Regan 
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was  transferred  from  No.  5  School  to  the  vacancy  in  the 
Junior  High.  Miss  Gertrude  Lawrence  was  elected  to  take 
Miss  Regan's  place  at  No.  5  School.  Miss  Madeliene  Kean 
was  elected  to  teach  the  Primary  Room  at  No.  1  School. 
Miss  Donna  Martin  was  appointed  special  teacher  for 
Grades  2  and  3  at  the  Depot  School. 

Mrs.  Aphis  Bailey  was  forced  by  illness  last  Spring  to 
give  up  teaching.  Her  death  occurred  soon  after  schools 
had  reopened  in  the  Fall.  After  many  years  of  devoted 
and  unselfish  labor  in  teaching  the  children  at  the  Primary 
Room  of  No.  1  School,  she  will  long  be  remembered  with 
loving  appreciation  by  parents,  children,  teachers,  and  the 
School  Committee,  with  whom  she  worked  so  loyally  for 
the  cause  of  education. 

The  enrollment  of  pupils  last  year  was  725,  which  is  31 
more  than  during  the  previous  year.  Our  record  of  attend- 
ance is  creditable.  The  attendance  averaged  95.7%  of 
the  membership.  The  average  for  the  state  was  94.9%. 
Forty-eight  pupils  completed  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade 
and  forty-six  of  these  entered  the  "Woodbury  High  School. 
The  medal  presented  annually  by  the  Sons  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  to  the  member  of  the  graduating  class  who 
has  best  exemplified  the  habits  of  good  citizenship,  was 
awarded  to  Paul  Bucheri.  The  Board  of  Trade  Medals 
for  excellence  in  scholarship  were  av/arded  to  the  follow- 
ing: Gold — Eleanor  Martin;  Silver — Nizig  Najarian; 
Bronz — Robert  Maddock. 

The  new  duplicating  machine  at  the  Depot  School  is 
greatly  appreciated  and  is  of  great  help  in  providing  a 
new  type  of  instruction,  especially  in  the  lower  grades. 
This  material  has  been  made  available  for  all  the  primary 
rooms  in  the  town. 

There  is  no  school  building  at  present  which  cannot  ac- 
commodate the  children  enrolled.  We  had  a  crowded 
condition  for  a  short  time  last  September  at  Millville.  The 
Depot  School  was  also  filled  to  capacity  at  the  opening  of 
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the  year.  Should  we  find  ourselves  over-crowded  next 
fall  at  one  or  two  buildings,  it  would  be  possible  to  rem- 
edy the  situation  by  transfers  to  other  buildings.  There 
would  be  extra  room  at  No.  1  and  No.  8. 

The  new  heating  plant  at  the  High  School  has  given 
splendid  results. 

The  outstanding  needs  at  present  are  better  toilets  at 
Nos.  4,  5  and  7,  and  new  pupil  desks  to  replace  those  that 
have  been  worn  out. 

The  activities  of  Supervision  are  centered  in  helping  the 
children  to  real  achievement,  growth  in  character  and  citi- 
zenship, and  happy  living.  Visits,  tests,  conferences,  and 
teachers'  meetings  are  employed  in  directing  the  work  of 
the  schools.  Parents  have  been  helpful,  but  more  con- 
tacts with  them  would  be  welcome. 

In  the  schools  there  has  been  an  earnest  endeavor  to  dis- 
cover the  needs,  defects,  incapacities,  as  well  as  the  abili- 
ties of  the  pupils,  and  to  diagnose  and  prescribe  for  the  pu- 
pil as  an  individual.  In  order  to  make  this  adjustment 
of  the  school  to  the  pupil,  a  testing  program  has  been 
used  in  every  grade  room  in  all  the  schools.  The  achieve- 
ment made  by  the  children  is  satisfactory.  We  are  for- 
tunate in  having  so  few  changes  in  our  teaching  staff.  Our 
teachers  are  giving  very  satisfactory  service.  Their  school- 
rooms are  places  of  homelike  living  and  of  real  ac- 
complishment. 

Present-day  elementary  and  secondary  school  instruc- 
tion demand  a  larger  collection  of  books  and  other  reading 
materials.  When  instruction  was  largely  of  the  drill  type, 
a  textbook  was  sufficient  for  that  method,  but  now  that 
the  project,  the  problem,  and  the  laboratory  methods  and 
unit  assignments  are  the  recognized  modes  of  teaching,  a 
single  text  book  does  not  suffice.  There  should  be  sup- 
plementary material  and  some  sort  of  a  school  library. 

Since  the  amount  of  leisure  time  is  increasing,  not  only 
for  adults  because  of  shorter  working  hours,  but  also  for 
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children  because  home  occupations  in  which  they  once 
had  a  part  are  disappearing,  library  service  is  essential, 
not  merely  for  supplementary  textbooks,  but  for  provid- 
ing reading  material  for  leisure  time  without  reference  to 
assigned  lessons.  Children  read  books  for  the  "fun  of 
it".  If  this  is  made  a  school  objective  the  reading  habit 
for  leisure  time  may  become  well  established. 

Children  when  undernourished  or  insufficiently  clad 
cannot  attend  school  regularly  or  profit  from  instruction. 
While  the  number  of  such  children  is  somewhat  smaller 
than  it  has  been,  yet  there  has  been  need  of  some  relief. 
No  single  feature  of  state  and  Federal  relief  has  a  greater 
bearing  on  the  health  of  growing  children  than  the  daily 
distribution  of  milk  to  those  children  in  need  of  same. 
Through  the  initiative  of  Ex-Governor  Winant,  Federal 
funds  were  secured  and  free  milk  service  has  continued 
since  early  in  1933.  At  present  54  children  are  receiving 
one-half  pint  of  milk  each  per  day  at  school.  Cod  liver 
oil  has  also  been  furnished  in  the  same  way.  Generous 
contributions  from  local  organizations  have  made  it  possi- 
ble to  care  for  a  number  of  needy  children.  Federal  funds 
have  been  available  which  have  enabled  Miss  Thomas  to 
do  considerable  remedial  work  with  defective  teeth,  eyes, 
and  tonsils  in  children  where  the  homes  could  not  pay  for 
such  work. 

Last  Spring  a  dental  clinic  was  made  possible  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Lions  Club.  I  hope  this  clinic  may  be- 
come an  annual  event.  It  is  ertain  that  the  relief  that  is 
being  furnished  will  do  much  to  prevent  the  distress  of  the 
present  period  from  leaving  its  mark  upon  the  next 
generation. 

It  is  more  evident  than  ever  that  better  opportunities 
come  to  boys  and  girls  that  attend  high  school  for  four 
years.  Today  the  child  that  does  not  go  through  high 
school  is  the  exception,  as  in  former  times,  those  that  did 
complete  high  school  were  the  exception. 
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The  Superintendent  feels  a  real  pleasure  in  commend- 
ing the  work  of  Headmaster  Wright,  He  has  demon- 
strated his  ability  as  administrator  and  teacher.  His  re- 
lations with  the  pupils  are  firm,  but  kindly,  arid  his  lead- 
ership of  the  staff  of  teachers  is  progressive.  The  High 
School  is  operating  upon  the  hour-period  plan  this  year. 
The  purpose  of  this  plan  is  to  enable  the  teacher  to  give 
more  time  to  the  backward  pupil,  as  an  opportunity  is 
given  to  study  in  class  under  the  supervision  of  the 
teacher.  The  teacher  is  able  to  help  pupils  at  the  time 
when  it  is  most  needed  and  will  do  the  most  good.  It 
will  take  time  for  both  teachers  and  pupils  to  learn  to 
make  the  best  use  of  this  plan. 

November  4th  to  the  10th  was  observed  as  American 
Education  Week  in  our  schools.  All  children  were  asked 
to  extend  invitations  to  their  parents  to  visit  schools  dur- 
ing that  week.  Afternoon  sessions  were  visited  by  large 
numbers  of  interested  parents.  Parents  were  thus  able 
to  see  how  our  classes  are  conducted  today  and  to  learn 
what  their  children  were  accomplishing  in  the  classroom. 
In  order  to  have  a  closer  contact  with  our  schools. more 
parents  should  avail  themselves  of  opportunities  to  visit 
the  classroom. 

Mrs.  Thompson  continues  her  effective  work  in  music 
instruction.  She  has  made  the  children  love  good  music 
and  happy  while  studying  it.  The  music  at  programs 
in  the  schools  and  at  graduation  is  concrete  evidence  of 
her  effectiveness  in  this  capacity. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  again  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  fine  co-operation  and  support  of  the  School  Board, 
Tov/nspeople,  Parents,  Teachers,  and  Pupils  during  the 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEADMASTER 
To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Following  is  my  third  annual  report  on  matters  relative 
to  Woodbury  High  School.  This  report  covers  the  peri- 
od from  February  1,  1934  to  January  15,  1935. 

The  tenth  annual  commencement  exercises  will  be  held 
in  June,  1935.  It  is  expected  that  a  class  of  twelve  boys 
and  sixteen  girls  will  graduate  at  that  time.  These  boys 
and  girls  will  increase  the  number  of  Woodbury  graduates 
to  two  hundred  and  forty-two.  Simple  arithmetical  di- 
vision reveals  the  fact  that  the  average  number  of  grad- 
uates over  the  first  ten-year  period  this  school  has  been  in 
existence  is  24.2.  The  average  for  the  next  ten  years 
will  probably  be  higher  due  to  changes  that  are  taking 
place  in  our  political,  economic  and  educational  traditions. 

The  Class  of  1934 
There  were  thirty-two  graduates  in  June,  1934.       Of 
these,  nine  are  at  home. 

2  are  taking  post-graduate,  each  in  the  commercial  dept. 
1  is  taking  a  correspondence  course. 

6  are  working  in  mills  and  factories. 

3  are  helping  with  the  father's  business. 
1  is  working  in  New  York  City. 

1  is  employed  by  the  F.  W.  Woolworth  Co. 

1  is  a  part-time  telephone  operator. 

1  is  attending  Worcester  Academy. 

1  is  attending  the  Macintosh  Business  School. 

1  is  attending  the  Bentley  School  of  Accounting. 

2  are  attending  Plymouth  Normal  School. 

1  is  training  at  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 

1  is  working  and  studying  in  Medford,  Massachusetts. 

To  the  question  asked  at  a  recent  meeting  of  Salem  Citi- 
zens, "Is  Woodbury  High  School  able  to  prepare  students 
for  Harvard?"     The  answer  is  "yes",  but  preparation  of 
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students  for  college  is  not  the  major  aim  of  public  second- 
ary education  either  in  Salem  or  elsewhere.  Our  gradu- 
ates will  be  accepted  by  Harvard  or  any  other  college  pro- 
vided they  have  a  sufficiently  high  scholastic  record  and 
pass  certain  other  traits  and  characteristics  essential  to  the 
successful  persuance  of  a  college  course. 

However,  "the  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating". 
Recent  "Woodbury  graduates  have  without  exception  done 
creditable  work  in  post-secondary  institutions  including 
the  State  Normal  Schools,  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
Boston  University,  Simmons  and  Bowdoin. 

Woodbury  is  accredited  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate 
Board.  It  might  be  well  to  add  that  the  colleges  are  com- 
ing to  place  more  and  more  emphasis  on  the  headmaster's 
recommendation  in  considering  a  pupil  for  college  admis- 
sion. The  college  entrance  requirements  are  being  liber- 
alized, one  college  going  so  far  as  to  prescribe  no  unit 
course  for  admission.  These  trends  are  indicative  of  the 
not  distant  future  when  the  secondary  schools  will  be  freed 
from  the  tenacles  of  outmoded  college  entrance  require- 
ments and  pupils  will  no  longer  be  denied  admission  to 
college  because  they  have  not  read  Virgil  or  studied  solid 
geometry. 

Information  was  also  requested  as  to  per  pupil  costs  in 
Woodbury,  Lawrence  and  Methuen  High  Schools.  Com- 
parative costs  of  schools  in  different  states  is  not  easily 
obtained.  For  a  statement  relative  to  per  pupil  costs  in 
New  Hampshire  high  schools  and  particularly  Woodbury, 
those  interested  may  secure  such  information  by  carefully 
reading  your  statement  in  the  Salem  Town  Report  for 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1934. 

Enrollment 
Total  enrollment  to  date  is  one  less  than  last  year  on 
February   1.     I  can   see  not  reason   for  any  marked  in- 
crease or  decrease  in  our  high  school  enrollment  for  the

next  few  years.  I  think  that  our  enrollment  has  reached 
a  plateau  on  which  it  will  remain  until  something  radical 
happens  to  change  the  present  population  of  Salem,  or 
until  employment  is  available  to  young  people.  The  lat- 
ter is  highly  improbable.  Although  the  NIRA  Act  ex- 
pires this  Spring,  child  labor  is  a  thing  of  the  past  and  we 
should  be  thankful.

Of  the  19  who  have  left  school,  1  withdrew  because  of 
reasons  beyond  the  pupil's  control,  5  lacked  the  necessary 
ambition  and  interest  to  continue,  10  moved  and  entered 
school  in  town  of  new  residence,  1  was  transferred  to  Law- 
rence Evening  School,  and  2  could  not  pay  tuition. 

There  are  12  tuition  pupils  enrolled;  6  less  than  last 
year.  Two  of  these  come  from  Atkinson  and  ten  from 
Windham. 

Teaching  Staff 

Miss  Buckley  resigned  and  accepted  a  position  in  Low- 
ell, Massachusetts,  and  Miss  Lindstrom  went  to  Norwood, 
Massachusetts.  Miss  Dolores  M.  Regan,  a  graduate  of 
Lowell  Teachers'  College  and  Miss  Dunham,  a  graduate  of 
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Framingham  State  Teachers'  College,  were  elected  to  fill 
these  vacancies.  Miss  Guild  and  Mrs.  Smith  attended 
Summer  school. 

Guidance 

The  regular  report  cards,  warnings,  and  personal  letters 
tend  to  keep  the  parents  informed  as  to  the  child's  scholas- 
tic progress. 

Orientation  Day  and  personal  conferences  with  each 
pupil  aid  in  the  selection  of  proper  courses.  A  Hand 
Book  describing  the  courses  offered,  explaining  the  school 
regulations,  and  including  the  complete  course  of  study- 
together  with  a  statement  relative  to  college  entrance  re- 
quirements was  prepared  in  May  of  1934.  This  Hand 
Book  was  suggested  by  pupils  and  alumni,  and  is  of  value 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  Woodbury  High  School. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  full  discussion  of  curriculum 
and  administrative  changes  made  during  the  past  year. 
These  are  amply  explained  in  the  Hand  Book  and  inter- 
ested persons  should  refer  thereto,  securing  a  copy  from 
.some  pupil  or  the  writer. 

Extra  Curricular  Activities 

A  Student  Council  was  organized  this  year.  Among 
;its  activities  has  been  an  attempt  to  improve  the  passing 
Between  classes  and  to  cooperate  with  the  teachers  in  pre- 
paring more  intersting  assembly  programs.  Last  spring 
we  exchanged  assembly  programs  with  Pinkerton  Acad- 
emy. This  proved  to  be  a  very  pleasant  and  worth- 
while activity. 

The  Ray  is  published  by  the  Senior  English  class.  It  is 
not  only  self-supporting,  but  a  slight  profit  is  realized 
from  each  issue  which  is  credited  to  the  senior  class  fund. 

The  usual  program  of  school  dramatics  has  been  fol- 
lowed; the  Senior  Play,  the  Dramatic  Contest  in  the 
.Spring  and  the  Operetta  in  the  Fall.  Many  flattering  com- 
ments were  heard  concerning  the  Operetta  "Crocodile  Is- 
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land"  which  was  presented  November  9,  1934.  A  capa- 
city audience  enjoyed  what  many  termed  "The  best  Oper- 
etta yet". 

Our  athletic  treasury  has  a  balance  sufficient  to  meet  the 
deficits  incurred  by  the  various  teams.  The  Athletic  As- 
sociation is  grateful  to  Mr.  Russ  of  the  Mears  Wood  Heel 
Co.  for  the  use  without  charge  of  the  "Wood  Heel"  athle- 
tic field  for  our  baseball  and  football  games  during  the 
past  season,  to  the  Salem  Lions  Club  for  the  Football  Sup- 
per, to  the  many  people  of  Salem  who  help  transport  our 
teams  to  out-of-town  games;  and  to  Mr.  James  Murphy, 
trainer  of  the  Lawrence  High  School  football  team,  who 
gratuitously  cared  for  minor  injuries  sustained  by  our  boys 
during  the  football  season. 

I  would  reiterate  the  request  made  last  year,  namely  that 
$200.00  be  appropriated  by  the  School  District  to  aid  in 
the.  purchase  of  athletic  equipment  for  Woodbury  High 
School  teams. 

Conclusion 

Out  of  our  present  dilemma  will  come  many  social  ex- 
periments, including  attempts  to  revamp  the  very  form 
and  fibre  of  our  high  schools.  A  new  evaluation  of  sec- 
ondary school  objectives  and  a  new  interpretation  of  stan- 
dards is  being  formulated  at  the  present  time  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Briggs  of  Teachers'  College.  An  accept- 
ance of  the  new  objectives  and  standards  will  virtually 
revolutionize  high  school  curricula  and  procedures.  We 
must  be  alert,  for  "the  old  order  changeth". 

I  am  grateful  for  your  counsel,  a  progressive  staff  of 
teachers,  many  cooperative  and  genuinely  industrious  pu- 
pils, and  pleasant  associations  with  the  citizenry  of  Salem.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of 
Music  in  the  Salem  schools. 

Three  new  sets  of  books  were  added  at  the  beginning 
the  school  year.  The  Magic  of  Song,  a  book  by  Ginn 
and  Company,  containing  some  fine  song  material  is  one 
of  the  new  sets,  and  is  being  used  at  No.  1  School,  grades 
4-6.  Two  sets  are  from  the  Music  Hour  Course,  by  Sil- 
ver, Burdett  and  Company,  being  used  as  follows:  Book 
One  at  No.  6  School,  grade  two,  and  Book  Three  at  No. 
8  and  No.  9  schools,  grades  three  and  four. 

Music  lovers  and  intelligent  listeners  are  being  created 
through  our  musical  appreciation  course.  Recognition  of 
musical  instruments  is  taught  by  sight  and  sound.  Each 
choir  of  instruments  is  studied  separately  and  then  the  or- 
chestra as  a  whole.
